On Thursday, September 25th, the 
Board of Trade sponsored a meeting 
of the farmers of the Vulcan district 
to discuss the problem that is upper¬ 
most in the minds of all farmers in 
western Canada, namely the question 
of receiving a dollar a bushel for 
wheat. ' 

Mr. E. G. Hansell; .member for the 
Macleod Constituency, gave a splen¬ 
did address to the gathering and ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the primary 
industries (wheat producers) did not 
receive the same consideration that 
the secondary industries (manufac¬ 
turers) did and he further believeu 
that the primary industries could no: 

■ rganize on the basis that the second¬ 
ary industries had and that they 
would therefore be unable to set a 
price for their produce but would be 
(impelled to take the price offered. 
He was strongly in favor of “Rarity 
of 1’rices and thought that wheat 
could be scientifically priced to be the 
same all across Canada and thus elim¬ 
inate freight rate spread. 

Followiing Mr. Hansell’s address a 
question period followed and condud- 
,ng this the meeting unanimously- 
adopted the following points upon 
which to make a request of the Gov¬ 
ernment that they be paid 85c per 
bushel for No. 1 Northern wheat, net, 
f.o.b. their local delivery point. 

The points that the meeting consid¬ 
ered in asking for this price for their 
wheat Were:

2. That remuneration* of the civil 
service has been incleased to offset, 
the rising cost of living and commer¬ 
cial concerns have been instructed to 
establish cost-of-living .bonuses," 

3. That it has been definitely prov¬ 
en that the present established price 
of wheat is below cost of product.on. 

4. That unavoidably curtailed deliv¬ 
ery quotas.combined with rising prices 
on all ,tems of wheat production, have 
produced definite economic crises 
amongst wheat producers. 

5. That Canada’s war effort de¬ 
pends upon a united Canada, and the 
democratic lights for which we are 
fighting are based on the theory of 
fairness to all. 

6. That the farmer of the U.S.A. is 
receiving a “pegged pr.ee” of $1.16 
per bushel for his wheal and also lias 
greater purchasing power in his dol¬ 
lar, and where as it is recognized by 
the government of the United States, 
who are taking steps to rectify it, 
that the price of farm produce is con¬ 
siderably below the price of other 
commodities, that this meeting 
strongly recommend that the govern¬ 
ment of Canada take similar steps. 

7. That the farmers .indebtedness, 
in the majority of instances, have 
been contracted under a dollar and a 
half valuation of wheat, whereas the 
value of this wheat today is far below 
this level. 


Vulcan Air School 
Further Enlarged 


Rians for Air Training 
School for Vulcan Growing 
In Magnitude; Will Be One 
Of Largest in Vlberta 

A more ambitious plan than at first 
conceived, will make the R.C.A.K. 
training school south-west of Vul?an 
a 9-hangar project. Two additional 
hangars have been added under the 
revised plan. When completed it will 
be one of the luigest air training 
schools in Alberta, though at present 
there is no information on what phase 
of training will be carried out. 

It is, however, a part ot the Britisu 
Conionwealtn Air Training plan. 

The government contract sets the 
completion* date at 60 days, but it 
seems likely to be more nearly 6 
months before all is in iqieration. 

When the construction is at' fuil 
peak, it is expected that 900 men will 
be engaged. The over-all cost is es¬ 
timated at $1,700,000. 

The payroll will be handled by the 
Bank of Commerce at Vulcan, and the 
town of Vulcan is confronted with ser¬ 
ious possibilities in the matter jf 
housing for the new element of popu¬ 
lation to arrive in the near future. 

At present, the testing for water 
supply is in progress. Wate'r wells 
have been quite a problem in several 
prospective fields, and the results at 
the Vulcan field are being closely 
watched. 

The contract for construction of 
buildings is separate from the con¬ 
tract for levelling the field, building 
runways, etc. ^The buildings are ■ *.o 
include the hangars, dormitories, mess 
halls, administration bonding, and so. 
on. A fifty-bed hospital suggests that 
there will be a very iarge class of 
trainees. It has been suggested that 
1700 airforce men may be under 
training.

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Are Farms Being Stripped? 


OOME weeks ago the Times, questioned government 
wisdom in encouraging wholesale enlistments 
from the farms into the army. Any action Which is like¬ 
ly to jeopardize or reduce the productiveness of Canada 
at this time, may prove in the near future to have been 
very bad policy. There are already instances under ob¬ 
servation in which conscription or enlistment of young 
farmers has reduced the efficiency of farm operation. 
At the same time that greater farm production is being 
urged, unsparing efforts are being made to enlist men 
as soldiers who would ensure that greater production. 

It would be interesting to have the figures on enlist¬ 
ments. These might reveal an entirely disproportionate 
element taken from the farms of western Canada. There 
must be a balance maintained in all national service, if 
Canada is to serve as a source of food supply, as well 
as of munitions and soldiers. 

Apparently the same thought has impressed itself on 
the editor of the Bowmanville Statesman, who writes 
an editorial on the need of all-out selective service in 
order to prevent the loss of man-power on the farms. 
He says: ' 

“Within ten minutes drive, in any direction from 
Bowmanville may be found farm after farm whose own¬ 
er or his wife, or both, have been broken on the altar of 
hard work. They fought and skimped through the de¬ 
pression. Now the war is finishing them off. Here is the 
picture of today. Mr. King adhered to conscription for 
home defence. Mr. Gardiner set up a registration of ev¬ 
eryone. Then he called the conscripts for 30 days. There 
could be short postponements but no exemptions.He laid 
down inexorable rules. Then he ducked. Mr. Thorson 
took over. r A ukase claimed the 30 day men for three 
more months. Next they were shanghaied for the dur¬ 
ation, reckoned in years. 

“Farmers first” was the dictum in this district. Look 
around you and you will see that town and factory 30- 
day boys have not yet been called. Farm sons, on ap¬ 
peal,' were granted till December 1, to get apples picked 
and roots in. Then they must go, and for the duration. 
Here are left, alone, a couple who have lived three¬ 
score years, the wife a grandmother who has “slugged” 
niamire, pitched sheaves, hoed turnips, this year of 
grace 1941 to the glory of winning the war. What is 
the net result The son, coerced, has joined the air force. 
The old folks can’t get help even when wages have gone 
up 200 percent within the year. The farm must go back 
to grass and weeds. The manpower is exhausted. Such 
is the Agricultural policy of wiseheimer politicians.” 


Civilian Fliers 


TN his address last week at High River River, A. L. 

Smith, K.C., touched on something which must have 
occurred to many people in the light of the success of 
the British Commonwealth Air Training plan in Canada. 
He paid a wonderful tribute to “those who had kept the 
flag of aviation flying in the dog days between wars,” 
His special reference was to the civil aerc clubs which 
were founded across Canada, by man who thought it 
desirable and even necessary to encourage aviation. 
They stimulated the interest of young people in flying, 
and kept air mindedness alive. They had uphill work 
with little encouragement. But when war broke out, 
and there was a tragic dearth of experienced fliers avail¬ 
able for training in the R.C.A.F., the civil clubs took on 
real value. They had the nucleus of personnel and were 
able to play a most vital part in the training program. 
The elementary school training was turned over to the 
civil clubs, and one example of the efficiency of adminis¬ 
tration and instruction is seen in the High River school. 

And if it had not been for the men who continued to 
make a lifework of flying in civil and commercial lines 
after the last war was over, the British Commonwealth 
Air Training plan could not have been launched ami 
carried out with the same vigor and amazing success. 

This -country owes much to the men of the last war 
who, persistently kept on flying between wars. Many of 
them endured great discouragements and attack of sup¬ 
port which should weigh heavily on any government. 
When they left the service, they were young men. All 
they knew was flying, so they kept,at it by way of com¬ 
mercial flying and reckless ventures of every sort that 
might bring a liveliehood. Governments were all too in¬ 
different to their fate and their efforts. 

Now with the outbreak of another war, there is once 
more vital use for these men. Their long experience 
makes them invaluable. To those veterans, and to all 
others who fostered flying by way of civil schools in the 
years between 1921 and 1989, this country owes a spec¬ 
ial debt. 


Through Adversity 

fTMUS will go on the records as one of the bad har- 
vesting seasons. But looking through back flies, 
there have been so many bad harvest ng seasons, that it 
is a wonder we continue to expect anything but rain in 
late August and September. Running roughly through 
the story of past harvest seasons, it would seem that 
the most carefree year was in 1936 when there was very- 
little grain to harvest.

Only if it thinks that strikes are detrimental to workers, 
is the Trades and Labor Congi ess justified in resolving that 
the federal government shows apparent indifference to the 
wishes and desires of workers. The government has yielded 
time after time to the demands of labor leaders and has al¬ 
lowed valuable time to be frittered away rather than an¬ 
tagonize them. It is to be hoped Ihe T. and L. Congress 
censure will show Ottawa that there is nothing to be gained 
by yielding to them as they did in their dispute with the 
National Steel Car Co., the slow-down strike in Cape Bret¬ 
on coal mines and the rebellion in McKinnon industries. 

Mr. Mcl>arty’s and Mr. Howe’s orders to striking work¬ 
ers recall a story we once heard Sir Charles Tupper tell in 
the House of Commons. A man boasting how well he had 
trained his dog proceeded to prove his boast true. “Fido, 
get out of the house!” he ordered, but Fido crawled under 
the table. “Or, under the table,” continued his master. 

At Billings, Montana, the home state of Senator Wheel¬ 
er, half-a-dozen eggs were thrown at him when he said 
Lindbergh had been denied free speech. We reprobate that 
sort of hooliganism. In the first place this is no time to be 
wasting eggs sorely needed in Italy and other occupied 
countries. It is no excuse to say the eggs were bad—they 
should not be allowed to go bad. Secondly and lastly, none 
of them hit the mark. It was a total waste. 

That food scandal in Britain is bad enough, but don’t 
overlook this point. It was the government that exposed it 
and is now prosecuting the offenders. No such thing could 
happen here where a parliamentary committee heavily 
weighted with government supporters, selects what things 
shall be investigated and later will decide what sort of re¬ 
port shall be presented. There will be no prosecution un¬ 
less the offence is trivial and the malefactor unimportant. 

Members of the government who say they will resign 
rather than yield to the demand for conscription on the 
ground that they have to abide by their pre-election asser¬ 
tions are rather pernickety. They asserted that Britain 
would not need men; now they say the very opposite and 
are spending millions and using the armed forces in an 
effort to drum up recruits. It would be just as easy to go 
back on one assertion as the other, but for the political 
repercussions. 

The rash of strikes in war industries is caused by the 
war and the willingness of certain union leaders to use it 
to gain their own ends. It is profiteering of the shabbiest 
sort, and should be regarded by the government as rebel¬ 
lion, for"that is whafit is. Several members of t^re gov¬ 
ernment have so defiped it, but are afraid to carry their 
convictions to the logical conclusion—the conviction of 
the offenders. 

Do you remember that when Dr. Riddell, the Canadian 
representative at the League of Nations, sponsored a res¬ 
olution favoring sanctions against Italy in the Abyssinian 
affair, he was recalled? Well, the influence behind that is 
the influence that lreeps a Vichy representative in Ottawa, 
and Mr. Churchill had as much to do with cne as he has 
with the other. 

Profligate in his estimate of Russia’s losses, Herr Hitler 
is very mean and stingy about German casualties which he 
places at 400,000 and Russia’s at four million. For domestic 
consumption as well as for export purposes he must use 
multiplication as well as division. His own people want a 
small butcher’s bill but to impress Japan, Bulgaria and- 
Turkey he must slay Russians by the million. 

—o—o—o—o— 

The German system of killing a dozen innocent people 
if they cannot find the guilty is only an extension of their 
general war programme. They had nothing against Den¬ 
mark, Norway and Holland, but they struck at them to get 
at France and Britain. 

But Marshal Petain brands as a crime the shooting of 
German soldiers who are only doing their duty in France. 
If a man breaks into the Marshal’s house, however, the 
Marshal would shoot. At any rate, there was a time when 
he would. 

The German system of punishing the innocent is the one 
advocated by some labor leaders and carried out by strik¬ 
ers. Their strategy is to strike when a strike would hurt 
the innocent public most; hoping the public will influence 
the government to compel employers to meet the demands. 

Lindbergh was scheduled to speak over the Columbia 
stations, but it was cancelled without comment. It is 
thought the reason was that in a speech at DesMoines he 
had cited three agencies as striving to drag the U.S. into 
war,’vis Britain, Jewry and the Roosevelt administration. 
He denounced Holywood for using the screen to that end 
and some may think now that radio is in the same category 
but he won’t, for he knows his speech was cancelled by his 
sponsors, the America First Committee. He can, however, 
contrast liberty of speech in the U.S. with liberty of 
speech in Germany where a speech from him would never 
be cancelled. 

What Premier Hepburn said in New York about the 
apathy of the federal government at Ottawa he has said in 
Canada more than once but he will be censured for doing 
it in another country. He may have argued with himself, 
however, that the government at Ottawa is so entrenched 
that it need not heed criticism at home but that Mr. King 
I is more likely to be influenced by American opinion.

Ten Long Days Amid 
Canada’s War Effort 


As Seen by Canadian Editors 
On a Tour of Military Camps 
Munition Plants and Navy 
Bases—By B.M.P. 


Anyone who inspected the Depart; 
ifient of Munitions and Supply exhibit 
at the Canadian 4 National Exhibition 
this year must have stood amazed at 
the marvelous display o: implements 
of war shown there, all products of 
Canadian industrial enterprise and 
ingenuity. 

They included the 25- pounder field 
artillery gun, the Bofors anti-aircraft 
gun, the Boys anti-tank gun, the Bren 
machine gun, the Universal carrier, 
bombs, rifles, shells, trench mortars, 
a complete engine for the Canadian- 
built corvette and a remarkable exhi¬ 
bit ‘of iCanadian-made bomber and 
fighter planes. Canadian factories are 
also turning out huge quantities of 
chemicals and explosives, depth 
charges and land mines, as well as 
motor torpedo boats, naval gun 
, (mountings, mine-sweepers and auxil¬ 
iary craft. 

It was for tne purpose of giving 
-Canadian editors a cnance to learn 
the inside story of production of these 
war weapons that the Department ol 
Munitions and Supply, headed by Hon. 
C. D. Howe, made it possible for them 
to visit a number of Eastern Canada 
war industries. In the short time 
available the editors saw sufficient to 
make them realize that Canada is re¬ 
sponding nobly to the Churchill ap¬ 
peal; “Give us the took: and we will 
finish the job.” Right across Fasten 
Canada a gigantic new arsenal ha. 
come into being, with scores of neh 
factory buildings being added to Can 
ada’s industrial war giant, and older 
plants turning to war work. Spinning 
wheels, turning lathes and whirring 
machinery tell their own story. Tht 
Dominion Government alone has ex¬ 
pended $500 millions for new plant 
and materials, while tclal orders for 
munitions of all kinds now exceed two 
billion dollars. In terms of large-scale 
industry, this has happened almost 
{overnight. Until the fall of France, 
Canada was not looked to seriously for 
the tools of war. When Vichy capit¬ 
ulated, the picture changed abruptly. 
Canada's industrial and government 
leaders worked day and night to form¬ 
ulate the blueprint of the huge ma¬ 
chine which in little more than one 
year has swung into action. A year, 
even six months hence, production 
will be on a scale not deemed possible 
a few months ago. 

Knowing little of this war program 

ther than what they had read in theii 
newspapers, fifty Canadian editors 
sallied forth late in August to find out 
for themselves. We saw only a few in¬ 
dustries, eight to be exact, a bare 
fraction of the grand total, but the* 
formed a highly-revealing cross-sec¬ 
tion. In Hamilton, for instance, a bee¬ 
hive of armament-making, we visited 
only one plant, the National Steel 
Car, largest shell-producing plant in 
the British Empire. Around the clock 
, reven days a week thousands of shells 
for field artillery and anti-aircraft 
guns are pouring from the complicat¬ 
ed machines which bore them, length¬ 
en them, shape them, nose them and 
prepare them to receive fuse, loading 
caps and other parts. 

Bren Machine Guns 

At Toronto we visited the John In- 
glis Co. plant, producer of the famed 
Bren automatic machine gun, now one 
of the most prized weapons of the 
Canadian Army. Successful launching 
of Bren gun production constitutes 
one of the epics of this war. The en¬ 
terprise began at the outset of war 
under inauspicious circumstances, 
with the accusation of political cor¬ 
ruption rife in the press. The result 
was a government investigation that 
failed at least to besmirch the char¬ 
acter of the enterprising Major Hahn, 
chief promoter of the Bren gun pro¬ 
gram for Canada. We had the privil¬ 
ege of meeting Major Hahn, of hear¬ 
ing him speak for half an hour. Inci¬ 
dentally Major Hahn served in Can¬ 
ada’s armed forces in the Great War 
and according to comiades-in-arms, 
he was a first-class soldier and an of¬ 
ficer noted for his initiative and fear¬ 
lessness. 

Under his direction the Inglis Co. 
plant has become the largest producer 
of automatic guns in North America, 
if not in the world. Working far ahead 
of schedule " it will have produced 
many, many thousands of Bren guns 
in 1941. The Canadian Bren gun en-^ 
7oys a high reputation for efficiency 
and perfection of workmanship. It is 
n high favor with men of Canada’s ar¬ 
my. The plant and equipment used to 
produce the Bren gun was paid-for 
jointly by the British and Canadian 
g o r ernmen ts and remains their prop¬ 
erty. It was desigijfd and is operated 
by the Inglis Company. Thousands of 
hands are working on the materials 
and assembly lines of the Bren gun. 
We noticed that a remarkably high 
percentage of the workers were girls 
or women. Indeed we found in nearly 
every war plant that femhle help was 
being utilized more and more. One 
official emphasized that -in many op¬ 
erations the- nimble fingers of young 
women were more suited to fast pro¬ 
duction. 

Building’ Bombers 

The editors had their first glimpse 


of how a bomber is made in an air¬ 
craft factory near Montreal. This 
particular plant is engaged in prp- 
duction of the Bolingbroke bomber. It 
has been enlarged four time* to take 
care of expanding orders. We saw 
bombers in all stages of production to 
the point where they were rolled from 
the factory for trial flight. We were 
given a demonstration of releasing 
bombs from the plane’s belly that 
was highly significant. The entire 
plant reverberated with activity as 
trained hands of men and women put 
together the huge bombers which will 
>ne day wreak vengeance over Hitler- 
land. It is difficult to imagine that 
Canada's aircraft industry was only 
in its embryo stage when war broke 
out, yet today we are manufacturing 
13 different types of planes. The ma¬ 
jority of primary trainers for the 
Commonwealth Air Training Plan 
have been delivered and the factories 
are giving more attention to advanced 
trainers and heavy bombers. In two 
yea re the personnel of the aircraft 
factories has increased from 1,600 to 
more than 25,000. The cost of an air¬ 
plane staggers the imagination. A

Hampden bomber, for instance, costs 
about $150,000. 

Tanks and Tank Guns 

We visited another factory, which 
only a year ago was a peace-time in¬ 
dustry but which is now producing 
tank and anti-tank guns for Canada’s 
armoured forces at an astonishing 
rate. Fully-equipped with the most 
modern machinery, the greater part 
of United States origin, this plant 
typifies the revolution which has tak¬ 
en place in Canada’s war industry. A 
third plant in the Montreal area was 
producing the new heavy infantry 
tank, designed to cooperate with in¬ 
fantry in assaults on enemy positions. 
Several of the completed tanks were 
driven in procession in front of the 
factory for benefit of our party. They 
made an imposing spectacle as the 
heavily-plated and armoured vehicles 
moved up and down the street, their 
treads clanking on the pavement. A 
total of 800 of these tanks is now on 
order. The infantry tank is 17 feet 
long, carries a cannon and machine 
guns, as well as smoke bomb equip¬ 
ment. It is equipped with wireless 
set, periscope, telescope, telephone 
and other instruments. The crew are 
well protected by thick armour plate. 
A year ago these tanks were not con¬ 
sidered within the realm of Canada’s 
potentialities. Today they are a real¬ 
ity. 

The 25-Pounder Gun 

One of industry’s most spectacular 
achievements was viewed by our par¬ 
ty at the magnificent plant at Sorel 
where the new 25-pounder guns are 
coming of the assembly line. Here we 
met the Brothers Simard, Joseph and 
Edouard, small-town French40anadian 
men whose enterprises would make a 
story in themselves. Originally en¬ 
gaged in the ship-building Industry, 
they had the foresight and initiative 
to iaunch a war undertaking of vital 
import to Canada. Overcoming tre¬ 
mendous obstacles they have built a 
modern plant, equipped with precis¬ 
ion machinery, that is turning scrap 
iron into the sleek and powerful 25- 
pounder gun. 

Before the war the Simard broth¬ 
ers bought all the scrap iron they 
could find in America and transported 
it up the St. Lawrence to the spot 
where they planned to erect their 
plant. Today the great piles of scrap 
outside their building testify to the 
fact that they have an abundant sup¬ 
ply for months to come. They brought 
skilled artisans from France to under¬ 
take mechanical operations. After the 
fall of France they lost these work¬ 
men. The Chrysler Corporation stepp¬ 
ed into the breach. Today many hun¬ 
dreds of workmen, chiefly French 
Canadians, are performing the exact¬ 
ing tasks in the Simard plant.. 

The drama of wai production is 
strikingly depicted in this factory, 
where massive, white-hot ingots are 
lifted from glowing furnaces to huge 
presses where the gun barrels are 
hammered and scaled to the right 
proportions, a spectacle that com¬ 
pletely fascinates the visitor just as 
a blacksmith’s anvil has an irresist¬ 
ible lure for the small boy. Another 
machine will cut up the icd-hot ingot 
of gun-barrel steel as a knife would 
cut through cheese. The precision ma¬ 
chinery for turning gun barrels, for 
fashioning gun carriages and the 
great multitude of intricate parts 
which go to make up a modem artil¬ 
lery gun, command the highest type 
of mechanical skill. Soon Canada’s 
regiments of artillery will be equipped 
with the'dfadly 25-pounder, one of 
French Canada’s contributions to. the 
fight for freedom. 

Unquestionably the armaments 
plan has cost Canada a colossal sum 
of money, even now running into as¬ 
tronomical figures. No doubt waste, 
inefficiency and extravagance have 
had a part in the atory. But the main 
point is that the war industries are 
now swinging into production and 
that it Is NOT “too late” as once we 
had good reason to fear.

Remedy the Deficiency Now 
In Western Farm Income 


R. S. Law of the U.G.LL in this article, asks for full govern¬ 
ment review at the earliest possible moment in order to 
bring about an adjustment -to remedy deficiency in 
western farm income. ' 

R. S. Law, President of United Grain Growers Limited, to¬ 
day issued a statement on behalf of the Board of Directors of 
that Company advocating a payment on an acreage basis to western 
wheat farmers, comparable to the cost of living bonus, to com¬ 
pensate farmers for increased costs prevailing this year and to remedy 
the deficiency in western farm income. The statement is as follows: 

It is bcoming more evident every, day that western wheat income 
is inadequate for the satisfactory maintenance of agricultural produc¬ 
tion in western Canada. The situation calls for full government review 
at the earliest possible moment to bring about an adjustment. Western 
farmers are suffering not only from reduced production caused by ad¬ 
verse weather conditions and by their compliance with the government 
plan for wheat acreage reduction; they are suffering from increased 
costs of living and operation due to the rise of prices in Canada. Ad¬ 
justment of income is required because farmers have to provide not on¬ 
ly for cost of living but also for cost of operation. 

There are several possible methods of making such an adjustment. 
One would be a considerable increase in the basis of initial payments 
for wheat by the Canadian V. heat Board.- The Board of Directors of 
United Grain Growers Limited advocated such an increase as far back 
as last January. It now feels it necessary however, because of subse¬ 
quent developments, to put forward a suggestion for an alternative 
basis. One reason is that the government has now twice refused to 
make such an increase. Another is that owing to new factors which 
have entered the situation, an increase in Wheat Board payments would 
only partially meet the present problem. If granted, to make it reas¬ 
onably satisfactory, it would be necessary to supplement it by direct 
payments in respect to a large volume of wheat which cannot or will 
not be delivered to the Canadian Wheat Board this year but which far¬ 
mers will dispose of otherwise, by sale on the open market, by feeding 
on thir own farms or by sale to neighbors for feeding purnbses. To far¬ 
mers so disposing of their wheat, or to those who have nad less than 
average yields, an increase in Wheat Board payments unless otherwise 
supplemented would either be a minor or an inadequate benefit. 

Nevertheless, it is clepr, that it is in respect to wheat that farm 
income needs to be adjusted, for wheat is the one important commodity 
in Canada which is still selling on a basis of distressed,prices. It is the 
wheat farmer on whose behalf adjustment is most urgently required, 
and those farmers who have also other lines of production require ad¬ 
justment in respect to their wheat operation. 

For such reasons the Board of Directors of United Grain Growers 
Limited advocates that there should be paid to each wheat farmer a 
bonus on his wheat acreage. It should be applied not on the acreage 
actually seeded to wheat in 1941, but on what is known as his basic 
wheat acreage. That is the acreage established by the Canadian Wheat 
Board for each individual farmer in order to regulate quota deliveries of 
wheat this year. It is with minor exceptions 65 percent of the acreage 
seeded to wheat in 1940. The total of basic wheat acreages established 
by the Canadian Wheat Board is probably in the neighborhood of eigh-* 
teen and one-half million acres. A payment of $3.00 per basic acre 
would amount to $55,-600,000.00. Any calculation of western farm in¬ 
come will show that for the chrrent crop year it falls short by at 
least that amount of enough to provide adequately for agricultural 
maintenance. That such an estimate is moderate may be seen by not¬ 
ing that if western farmers and farm workers were to receive a cost- 
of-living bonus only on the same basis as is being widely applied to 
industrial and civil service workers, it would amount to some $46,000,- 
000 or more, and that their need for an adjustment, which ought to cov¬ 
er production as well as living costs is greater than that of wage 
earners. 

A few of the comparative advantages of such a plan may be men¬ 
tioned. It would be unnecessary for the Dominion Government to re¬ 
verse decisions it has already made. It would be in conformity with 
the acreage payments already provided for in connection with the 
wheat acreage reduction plan and the assumption in that plan of gov¬ 
ernment responsibility for supplementing farmers’ limited income 
from wheat. It would not interefere with feeding of wheat to livestock. 
It corresponds in principle to the cost of living bonus given to wage 
earners. Its benefits are equitably distributed with no discrimination 
against the farmer whose yields this year were low. It would not re¬ 
quire to be applied immediately to be effective, but necessary time 
could be taken by the government of Canada to study the problem, and 
possibly to bring the plan before Parliament. 

In reviewing the situation the government may properly take into 
account the fact that as a result of government policies in both coun¬ 
tries muoh higher prices now prevail for wheat in the United States 
than are available to Canadian farmers. Prices there are quite on a 
parity with farmers’ costs, a state of affairs very different to what pre¬ 
vails in western Canada. The contrast in conditions north and soutli of 
the international border, and the natural discontent which such a con¬ 
trast creates provide one more reason for asking government recon¬ 
sideration of the plight of the western Canadian wheat farmer. 

In putting forward this plan, the Company is showing no lack of 
sympathy with those who continue to support the plan wluch it earlier 
advocated, that of increasing Wheat Board initial payments. Their ef¬ 
forts are based on the same facts as the efforts of this Company, the 
need of more farm income in western Canada, and the need of govern- 
ment intervention in the situation. To recognize such need is in line 
with the war effort of Canada, which for maximum effectiveness re¬ 
quires that agriculture be kept functioning efficiently not only to 
strengthen the ^'anatlian economy but also to Insure the maximum pro¬ 
duction of food for supplying Great Britain.
